How  to  Use  Plans

in  each  space,  viz. — 1-3  indi¬ 
cates  No.  1  variety,  3  plants, 
etc. 


Easy  to  Qrow 

Perhaps  no  other  group  is  so  easily  grown,  requiring  as  little  care,  as  the  Iris. 
Almost  all  Irises  like  sunshine,  but  they  will  also  thrive  in  partly  shaded  locations. 

Successfully  Qroivs  Everywhere 

The  two  types  shown  in  this  collection  are  very  hardy  and  will  succeed  perfectly 
in  ordinary  garden  soil.  The  best  fertilizers  are  wood  ashes  and  bonemeal. 
Plant  them  quite  on  the  surface  of  the  soil,  not  deeply.  After  the  first  year  there 
will  be  little  need  for  winter  protection. 

Requires  Freedom 

The  Iris  is  a  remarkably  decorative  plant,  fine  for  planting  in  masses  or  in  clumps 
against  shrubbery.  It  may  also  be  used  alone  in  beds  or  in  the  herbaceous  bor¬ 
der.  Requires  plenty  of  room  and  will  not  stand  crowding. 


Transplant  After  Blooming 

The  Iris  increases  rapidly  and  should  be  divided  and  replanted  every  two  or  three 
years.  They  are  best  transplanted  after  blooming,  when  the  leaves  have  matured; 
this  will  be  in  August  or  September.

Blooms  in  Late  Spring

the  last  spring  flower  disappears,  and  continues  until  the  buds  of  the  summer  flowers 
open.  The  Iris  will  be  a  welcome  flower  in  your  garden — more  especially  if  you  are  seek¬ 
ing  plants  which  will  make  your  garden  an  everblooming  one,  without  a  break  in  Nature’s 
splendid  succession  of  beauty  from  early  spring  to  late  fall.
